ILLIWOIS—Of the 260 cities and villages 
voting on local option, a majority of 
the larger ones went wet. Several re- 
versed their dry vote of two years ago. 
The liquor interests regard the results 
“ee a return to sanity.” The anti- 
saloonists say the people will be only 
stirred to greater opposition to the 
saloon and will demand county option. 

WISCONSIN—Wet victories were numer- 


MICHIGAN—Drys carry twenty counties 
to sixteen won by opponents.

The local option vote in Illinois cities and 


towns yesterday showed a tendency in favor 


of the wets, when it is compared with the 
similar contests of two years ago. Numerous 
cities of greater size and importance which 
had been controlled by the drys went back 
into the liquor column, while few cities of 
large size were gained by the anti-saloon 


forces. 

In all 260 towns and cities voted on the 
proposition, and while the places o? besser 
importance apparently broke about even 
there were many instances of reversal of the 
verdict of two years ago on both sides. 

Officials of the liquor element lest night 
said the state in yesterduy’s elevtion went 
80 per cent wet as against 65 per cent dry in 
1908. This is considered an excessive claim, 
but the wets made inroads into the ranks of 
their opponents, 


Decisive Victories for Wets. 

Bloomington registered a decisive victory 
for the liquor forces, the majority there— 
840—in their favor being over twice that of 
the previous election. Rockford went for the 
saloon element after having been dry for two 
years, a victory which caused much rejoicing 
on the part of the wets. Decatur was wrest- 
ed from the drys by 500 majority, reversing a 
dry majority of 1,020 two years ago. 

Mattoon is another city reclaimed by the 
wets. A flerce campaign there reached its 
climax on election day in riots and charges of 
fraud. Dry workers assert that with cam- 
eras they snapped advocates of the Hquor 
traffic in the act of buying votes. 


Drys Gain Some at Capital. 
Springfield voted for saloons by a majority 
of 1,315, which is a reduction of 500 from the 
result two years ago. Galesburg went dry,

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SOCIALISTS WIN MILWAUKEE 


Elect Mayor by Record Majority 
and Control Council. 


PARTY LINES ARE IGNORED. 


Platform of Three Candidates Similar 
in Main Points.

Milwaukee, Wis., April 5.—[Speclal. I The 
Soclal Democrats, led by Emil Seidel, candi- 
date for mayor, swept Milwaukee in the mu- 
nicipal election today by approximately 8,000 
votes, or the largest plurality of any party in 
a similar contest in the history of the city. 

The Social Democrats will control the com- 
mon council, having elected ali six aldermen 
at large and ied fourteen wards out of 
ewenty ree. V. J. Sendenecker, Jr., Dem- 
ocrat, who ran second, was about 8,000 ahead 
of Dr. J. M. Beffel, Republican. 

The figures on the vote show that Seidel 
h received 27,622 votes; Schoenecker, 20,513, 
and Beffel, 11,262. 

The platforms of all three parties were 
similar and advocated home rule, initiative 
and referendum, and regulation of the liquor 
traffic. 

Victor L. Berger, a national Socialist lead~- 
er, was elected alderman at large. 


Berger Promises “Square Deal.“ 

Berger, who is dictator of his party in Min- 
waukee, said in an interview on the result 
of the election: 

„This is the first time in the history of the 
country. that the Socia} Democrats have 
carried a large city. All I have to say at 
this time is that the party will give Mil- 
waukee the best administration it ever had 
or that any American city ever had.. A 
square deal for everybody will be our aim.“

Carl P. Diets, city controller; Daniel W.

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Three villages clinging to Chicago's fringe 
fought and beat the metropolis in yesterday's 
election. Oak Park, Morgan Park, and Edi- 
eon Park decided that they would rather 
“hitch on behind than get into the band 
wagon, and by virtue of votes duly polled 
and counted are entitled to stay out for two 
years more, at least, when the matter may 
come up again. 

The suburbs indulged in decorous revelry 
over their successful stand for liberty and in- 
dependence against the encroachmentsof the 
great city. 

It was in a way a test vote between the 
“wets” and the “drys,” provoked by the 
issuance of a bulletin of the United Societies 
to all their members and supporters to vote 
against annexation which would add more 
dry territory to the city. 


Drys More than Satisfied. 

The drys are more than satisfied, since 
the city polled a plurality of over 83,000 
votes for each of the annexation proposi- 
tions. The wets also are satisfied since 
annexation was actually defeated. 

The contrast between the votes in Chicago 
and in the suburbs was farcical. In the case 
of Edison Park, for instance, 129,086 Chi- 
cegoans voted for annexation and 03,868 men 
of Chicago voted against annexation, leav- 
ing @ plurality of 35,160 for annexation of 
Edison Park.

Dr. Sara Janson Formally Asks Election 
Board ‘for Explanation—Commission- 


ers Are Busy. 


Woman's right to vote under present laws, 
and not rierely for school officers, was car- 
ried straight to the election commissioners 
yesterday in a form intended to be the basis 
for litigation ending only in the Supreme 
court of Illinois. Dr. Sara Janson, who re- 
cently forced an unwilling board to register 
her, was the person who took the action. 

Dr. Janson, who lives at 2606 Logan square, 
first called up the election board by tele- 
phone to protest when she had been denied 
the right to vote. Attorney Frank D. Ayers 
upheld the judges of election. Half an hour 
later Dr. Janson called at the election board 
and wrote this inquiry, which Attorney Ayers 
agreed to answer: ö 

On March 15, 1010, I registered in the Twenty- 
seventh ward, precinct. On April 6, 
1910, I applied for @ ballot for the purpose of voting, 
and was denied the opportunity of voting Why? 
The election board had a busy day, begin- 
ning at 8 a. m. Six telephones were in almost 
constant service with messages of accusa- 
tion or asking advice. 

Anticipating calls for help, the board had 
100 men ready to send out to the trouble spots 
on phone notices of law violations. Ali of 
these were required before the polis closed 
at 4 o'clock, but most of the calls were from 
8 wards—the ERighteenth, Ninth, 

eventh, Twenty-first, and Twenty-second.

Comprehensive laws for the conservation 
of the natural resources, especially the coal 
lands in Alaska, are demanded and an amend- 
ment to the federal constitution granting the 
right to Impose income taxes is urged. 

Other legisiation which is asked is to limit 
the powers of injunction; to end child labor 
amounting to slavery; to provide publicity of 
campaign expenses, and give a direct a vote 
by the people for United States senators. The 
resolutions aleo asked further good roads 
legislation and the revision of the civil and 
criminal codes. 

The resolutions review the good work of 
the Republican national government, indorse 
President Taft, and close with praise of the 
work which Albert Beveridge has done in 
congress.

Probability of Building Trades 
Trouble Is Considered. 


WOULD AFFECT 850,000 MEN. 


Employes Will Meet Soon to Take Ac- 
tion on Resolution. 


BERLIN, April 5.—The prospect of the 
most extensive strike in the building trades 
which has ever occurred in Germany is held 
out by the decisive action of the delegates 
representing the Socialist federation of 
trades unions, comprising 300,000 bricklayers, 
carpenters, masons, builders, and laborers, 
at a meeting this evening, at which they 
unanimously rejected the proposed wages tar- 
iff which the master buikiers’ union had 
drawn up. 


Would Affect 350,000 Men. 
Such a strike would affect at least 350,000 
men, spread over the entire country. About 
35,000 members of the Christian trades unions 
in the same branches also have decideéwith- 
out a dissenting voice to join in throwing 
out the employers’ proposition. 

The workers demand that the tariff shall 
be drawn up by an equal number of repre- 
sentatives of the workers and employers. 
The latter up to the present have declined 
such a method of reaching an agreement. 
The men express themselves as determined 
to remain firm. They have been agitating 
for a considerable period for shorter hours 
and increased wages, pointing out the great 
rise in prices of the necessities of life. 


Employers Are Firm. 

The employers appear equally firm. Their 
union will meet within a few days to take 
action relative to the workers’ resolution. 
Should the demands of the men be refused 
work will immediately cease.

PICKETS AT THE GARAGES. 


**Rattleboxes’’ to Be Used in First 
Trial to Break Strike. 


The taxicab strike came as a boon.to the 
*“cabbies.”” As a result of the walkout of 
the chauffeurs employed by seven auto livery 
concerns, drivers of horse drawn cabs yes- 
terday did a rushing business in the loop dis- 
trict. Spring showers helped it along. 

As on the previous evening, when the strike 
was called, the patrons of the grand opera 
furnished a rich field for the horse cab 
drivers, but many fares were lost by the 
refusal of confir taxicab flends to 
ride in the humble h propelled vehicles. 

The taxi enthusiasts, according to one old 
cabby at La Salle and Madison streets, 
looked with scorn upon the cabs lined up 
at the stands usually occupied by the autos, 
pulled their hats over their eyes, and either 
boarded street cars or walked. 

This is the time we are getting our siare 
of the business,“ said John Dillon, a member 
of the Cab Drivers’ union. ‘* The chauffeurs 
practically killed our strike last year. Now 
we are giving them a dose of their own 
medicine.“ 


Pickets Guard the Garages. 

Pickets guarded the strike bound garages 
to prevent the employment of strikebreak- 
ers. Their vigil went for naught, however, 
as the employers at a meeting at the Congress 
hotel in the afternoon decided to suspend 
operations for a few days until an efficient 
force of chauffeurs can be organized. 

The garages of the seven concerns involved 
are tied up tight. Every taxicab controlled 
by the members of the Auto Livery Trans- 
portation association stood dead and no 
attempt was made to place any of them in 
service. 

Owen H. Fay, head of the Owen H. Fay 
Livery company, denied a report that Edwin 
L. Reed, a strikebreaker, agent. was com- 
missioned to furnish nonunion drivers. 

“ We have decided to go along slowly.“ said 
Mr. Fay. Most of the men will cool off in 
a day or two and by that time many of them 
will begin to listen to reason and apply for 
their old jobs. We are going tc organize a 
good force of drivers before we try to re- 
sume operations.” 


Old Cars May Be Sent Out as Test. 

Mr. Fay added that when operations are 
resumed only machines ready for the junk 
pille will be sent out at first, to run the 
gantlet of the pickets, strikers, and their sym- 
pathizers, and if tires are slashed, bolts pulled 
or nuts turned the damage won't much. 

Lyle McArthur, organizer for thé Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters, with which 
| the Chauffeurs’ union is affiliated, declared 
that the conditions imposed on the drivers 
are “unjust, and amount to a system of 
petty grafting against the men for the benefit 
of the companies.“ 

Several small auto concerns signed the 
agreement during the day. These, with the 
addition of about 100 members of the union 
owning their own taxicabs have about 150 
machines in operation in Chicago. Printed 
cards bearing the inscription “ Union Cad 
will be posted on these taxicabs today. This 
precaution is supposed to make them immune 
from interference by pickets.

IN RAID ON BANK 
Four Marauders Open Fire in 


McKee’s Rocks Institution 
and Get $5,000. 


BATTLE WITH CITIZENS. 


Quartet Escapes on Horses and 
Posses Begin Scouring the 
Country for Trail. 


Pitteburg, Pa., April 5.— Special. Two 
men were killed and others were wounded to- 
night in a bank robbery at McKee’s Rocks, a 
suburb six miles below Pittsburg. 

Employés of the Victor Banking company, 
George and Graham streets, were preparing 
to close for the night when four men stepped 
from the shadows outside. : 

Two robbers with drawn revolvers warned 
away all passing pedestrians while the other 
two went inside the bank and opened fire on 
all inside. 

The Dead. . 
SAMUEL FRIEDMAN, manager, killed 
with three bullets while trying to pro- 
tect $5,000 on the counters of the 
. bank from the robbers. 
IGNATS SCHWARTZ, cashier, shot 
through the head; taken to Mokee’s 
Rocks hospital, where he died. 


Scour Country for Robbers, 

Tonight every detective that can be spared 
from Pittsburg and from Allegheny county 
is scouring the country for the four rébbers, 
who jumped on horses just outside the town 
with the $5,000, which they managed to get. 

McKee’s Rocks and Schoenville, adjoining 
towns, were each terrorized for about thirty 
minutes during and after the bank incident. 

Once on their horses, the four robbers rode 
up and down through the townshooting right 
and left. It was then that King was shot 
down and Mike also was shot. They tried 
to stop the wild ride of the robbers. 

The Victor bank is in a place lonesome after 
nightfall. It is on the dividing line between 
Schoenville and McKee’s Rocks, and has 
done a heavy business with workmen from 
the plants of each town. It is a bank for 
foreigners and also has conducted a steam- 
ship agency. 


Robbers After Payroll Money. 

Last Saturday was pay day at most of the 
works and there was about $25,000 in the 
bank this evening. Only 85.000 of it appeared 
on the counters, however, the rest being 
locked in the big safes. 

It was customary to keep the bank open 
until 10 o’clock for several evenings after 
pay day, but business being slow it appears 
that the manager, who also acted as teller, 
and his cashier decided to close for the night 
about 8:80 o' clock. 

The last customer in the bank tonight said 
Friedman and Schwartz declared they would 
begin to close at once. From what can be 
gathered by deduction the two who entered 
the bank appear to have walked up to the 
cashier's window and shot Schwartz down 
and then grabbed the piles of money, which 
they stuffed into bags slung over their shoul- 
ders. 

Friedman, who evidently was in the back 
part of the bank, was seen to rush out after 
the four men and as he paused on the steps 
of the bank he was shot dead.

As things turned out, it may be gath- 
ered from a hasty survey of resultg that 
the community will be about as well or as 
ill governed during the coming year as dur- 
ing the last. There is occasion for regret 
over some failures, as in the Second ward, 
where machine politics aided by an un- 
deserved combination of circumstances and 
some conditions which are, we fear, per- 
manent in that district, overthrew an ex- 
cellent candidate.

But Tue 
TRIBUNE is hopeful because it believes the 
community is awake to the importance of 
these problems up for settlement and will 
not submit to their mishandling. 


INJURED RAILROAD EMPLOYES. 
Last January President Taft said in a 
message to congress that the law fixing 
the liability of common carriers to their 
employés required amendment. The right 
to bring the suit under the act, said he, 
should be as easy of enforcement as the 
right of a private person not in the em- 
ploy of the railway company to sue on an 
ordinary claim. As the law stood an in- 
jured employé could sue only in the juris- 
diction in which the home office of the 
defendant railroad was situated. There 
have been cases where the remedy given 
by the law has been of little value be- 
cause of the extreme difficulty, if not im- 
possibility, of a poor man who had been 
injured while in railroad employ securing 
the attendance of necessary witnesses at a 
distant point. 

Now the law has been amended so that 
suit may be brought in a circuit court of 
the United States in the district of the 
residence of the defendant or in which the 
cause of action arose, or in which the 
defendant shall be doing business. This 
will enable the injured employé, or his 
representatives in case of death, to begin 
suit near home, where litigation will be 
less costly. 

Another amendment was made desira- 
ble by a decision of the Supreme court of 
Connecticut. It held in a suit brought 
under the law by an injured employé 
against the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford road in a state court, that con- 
gress did not intend that jurisdiction 
should be assumed by state courts. it was 
the assumption of congress that they 
would. In order to remove all doubt the 
law has been amended 60 as expressly to 
confer on them concurrent jurisdiction. 
And it has been provided further that a 
suit begun in a state court shall not be 
removed to a federal court. But for this 
provision a removal would usually be de- 
manded by the defendant. 

The adoption of these amendments 
shows that congress means to stand by 
a law which has been furiously de- 
nounced as unconstitutional by. railroad 
lawyers, because it nobly breaks away 
from the ald and often eruelly unjust 
rules of the common law exempting em- 
ployers from Hability for accidents to em- 
ployés. What the act of congress does is 
to shift the burden of the loss resulting 
from railway casualties from injured em- 
ployés, who are least able to bear it, and 
put it on the roads, which, as the Su- 
preme court has said, “ measurably con- 
trol the causes of those casualties, 

State legislatures should follow where 
congress has led, and do something to 
mitigate what Mr. Roosevelt once called 
“a form of social injustice in. which the 
United States stands in unenviable promi- 
nence.” The state can do more for the 
protection of industrial workers than can 
the national government.

RATIFY THE WITHDRAWALS. 
There were extensive withdrawals of 
public lands from entry by President 
Roosevelt and less extensive ones by 
President Taft. ‘There is a doubt, which 
the latter shares, as to the validity of 
these withdrawals. The question is one

which never has been passed on by the 


Supreme court. No one disputes, how- 
ever, the authority of congress to author- 
ize future withdrawals of public land for 
the public good, and to ratify past ones. 

There is no opposition in congress to 
the one, but there is to the other. The 
members of the public lands committee 
of the house from Wyoming, Montana, 
California, and Oklahoma are against val- 
idating past withdrawals, particularly the 
Roosevelt ones. There are other mem- 
bers from states in the far west who 
stand by them in this. 

The reason which they give is that 
“thousands of people have taken up coal 
and ail lands and expended large sums 
in development in the belief that the 
government withdrawals. were illegal.“ 
For “thousands f people” substitute 
“dozens of syndicates” and we shall be 
pretty hear the truth. Those syndicates 
which assumed to pass on the validity of 
executive ordets are deserving of no con- 
sideration. If they have spent money in 
their attempts to grab valuable lands 
which had been withdrawn from entry it 
is not the business of congress to re- 
frain from legislating to give them a last 
chance, 

Their retained or volunteer advocates 
in congress are struggling to have the 
question of the validity of withdrawals 
left open. If it were the syndicates which 
are trying to snap up coal and oil lands 
for a trifle would go into the courts, and 
might get a decision in their favor. That 
door should be shut in their faces by the 
ratification of the withdrawals. Those 
who are against it are working for land 
grabbing speculators. Those who are for 
it wish to conserve certain natural re- 
sources of great value for the benefit of 
future generations. 


A BLOW AT THE BUCKET SHOP. 

While committees of congress have been 
holding hearings on bills which their au- 
thors fondly believe would end all gam- 
bling in stocks and produce, the United 
States department of justice has been 
acting. It has done something that will 
put an entire stop to a particularly of- 
fensive form of gambling in the District 
of Columbia and will cripple it, at least 
temporarily, in some of the states. It 
may, indeed,.throw them into spasms of 
virtue that will have permanent good re- 
sults. 

If the indicted bucket shop operators, 
with main offices in New York and other 
cities, had kept out of Washington t. ey 
would have been beyond the reach of fed- 
eral justice. They would have been amena- 
ble to state laws alone, and those laws are 
usually a dead letter. They were too 
greedy. They knew that there was money 
to be made in Washington, for there is 
a large speculative element there, particu- 
larly when congress is in session. So, 
relying on the sleepiness of federal of- 
ficials, they took their chances. They went 
on raking in money, unknowing that they 
were being investigated. 

The grand jury of the district did not 
stop short with the indictment of the op- 
erators of the local branch offices, but in- 
clnded the principals in other cities. It 
made a root and branch job of it. It is 
to be hoped that this display of federal 
authority will call forth no remonstrances 
—that nobody will pretend to see in it 
an encroachment on the right of the states 
to administer criminal justice. If state 
grand juries had cultivated faithfully 
their respective vineyards under the guid- 
ance of zealous state’s attorneys there 
would have been little or nothing for the 
district grand jury to do in thb bucxet 
shop Une. 

A word should be said in praise of the 
ability of federal officials to keep a secret. 
Nothing leaked out as to their investiga- 
tions or the grand jury proceedings. No- 
body “tipped it off” to the bucket shop 
men. There is a lesson in this for the or- 
ficial investigators and prosecutors of 
crime in the forty-six states.

MARQUISE DE FONTE

ORD AND LADY COLEBROOKE, who are so well 
known in this country, owing to their frequent 
visits to America, especially during the lifetime 
of the late William Cg Whitney, with whom 
they were wont to spend several weeks every 

year at his house in New York, at his place on Long 
island, and at Aiken, S. C., are offering for sale their 
home. and estates in the south of Scotland, the prop- 
erty extending over an area of some 40,000 acres. 
Since King Edward, among the many marks of friend- 
ship and good will which he has shown them since 
his accession to the throne, granted them for the 
length of their respective lives the use of Frogmore 
cottage, a picturesque villa in Windsor park, which 
during the reign of Queen Victoria was occupied by 
her munshi, or Indian secretary, and which is com- 
modious and possessed of a large private garden and 
grounds, they find no further use for their home in 
the north, which has therefore become a useless ex- 
pense. 

The property offered for sale includes Glengoner 
house, where King Edward has on several occasions 
staid with them, and which is situated in Lanark- 
shire, about half way between Abington and the vil- 
lage of Ledhills. The latter is a queer old Scotch place, 
which is peculfar in being without any clocks, all its 
affairs being regulated by a bell, an ancient and elab- 
orate contrivance, straddled on three legs, in charge 
of a village official. It rings the men to their work, 
the children to school, the funerals, the festivals, the 
church services, the weddings, and the curfew. In 
fact, everything at Ledhills goes by bell, just as on 
board ship. Formerly gold used to be mined at Led- 
hills, and by reason of the auriferous nature of the 
soil in that portion of Lanarkshire it used to be 
known in the days of the Stuart kings as “the treas- 
ure house of Scotland.” 

Gold is still to be found in the sands of the Gonner 
river, which runs past Glengoner house to join the 
Clyde, and on the occasion of the marriage of the 
prince of Wales a scarf pin was presented to him by 
Lord Colebrooke, consisting of a nugget as big as a 
large hazel nut, which had been found in the gravel 
of the river. Let me add that the scepter of Scotland 
is said to be made from Ledhills gold. 

Lord Colebrooke, who is a lord in waiting to the 
king, descends from James Colebrook of Chilham 
castle, Kent, who died during the reign of George II., 
“reputed worth $4,000,000." His eldest son, Robert, 
was for twenty years a member of the house of com- 
mons, and afterwards ambassador at Constantinople. 
Lord Colebrooke’s grandfather was famous as a San- 
scrit scholar, and spent over thirty years in Indla, 
while Lord Colebrook's father was an intimate friend 
of Gladstone. Lady Colebrooke is a tall, handsome, 
dark haired, dark eyed woman, one of the many 
daughters of Lord Alfred Paget, and sister therefore 
of Gen. Sir Arthur Paget and of Almeric Paget, who 
married Pauline Whitney. She is a splendid whip and 
horsewoman, and among her accomplishments pos- 
sesses those, too, of a sculptor and joiner. On her 
husband’s estates in Scotland she founded several 
schools of carpentry for the instruction of the ten- 
antry, and both he and she will be much regretted by 
the people of Lanarkshire when the estates pass 
through sale into other hands.

Ivor Guest, paymaster general of the government, 
is the eldest son of Lord Wimborne, and has, on his 
elevation to the peerage, selected as his title that of 
Lord Ashby St. Leger. It is the name of @ parish in 
Northamptonshire, on the borders of Warwick, near 
Rugby. It was at Ashby manor house, the home of 
the newly created peer, that Catesby and his fellow- 
conspirators hatched the gunpowder plot. Two of 
Lord Ashby St. Leger’s brothers are married to Amer- 
ican women, one of them, Capt. the Hon. Frederick 
Guest, to the daughter of Henry Phipps of Pittsburg 
and New York, and the Hon. Lionel Guest to Flora, 
daughter of the venerable John Bigelow of New York, 
who was the representative of the United States gov- 
ernment at the court of the Tulleries fifty years ago. 
Still another American sister-in-law of Lord and 
Lady Ashby St. Leger is Mrs. Robert Grosvenor, who 
was Miss Florence Padelford, daughter of Edward 
Padelford of Washington and Baltimore, and who is 
married to Lady Ashby St. Leger’s brother, the Hon. 
Robert Grosvenor, eldest son and heir of Lord Ebury. 

Lord Wimborne has been an invalid for some time 
past, and Lady Wimborne, too, is not strong, so they 
have virtually given up their London home, Wim- 
borne house, in Arlington street, to their eldest son 
for use as a species of social headquarters of the ad- 
ministration. In fact, Lady Ashby St. Leger has 
taken Lady Wimborne’s place at Wimborne house as 
one of the principal hostesses of the Liberal party. 
Wimborne house belonged in turn to the late duke of 
Beaufort and to the late duke of Hamilton, who sold 
it to Lord Wimborne.

8 ted in Arlington street, which many consider 
to remain today, as it was in the opinion of Horace 
Walpole in the eighteenth century, the center of the 
universe, it has not only a private garden of its own 
but likewise runs through to Green park, onto which

Whereas Lord Ashby St. Leger is now, like his 
cousin, Winston Churchill, not merely a pronounced 
Liberal but even a member of the Asquith adminis- 
tration, his father, Lord Wimborne, was formerly a 
strong Tory and one of the pillars dt the Carlton club. 
Lady Wimborne, however, who entertains most de- 
cided views on the subject of free trade, induced her 
husband some three years ago to withdraw from the 
Unionist party, to resign from the Carlton club, and 
to join the Liberals. The bestowal of a peerage on 
his son and heir may be regarded as an expression of 
the satisfaction of the administration at the accession 
of Lord Wimborne and of his eldest son to its ranks. 

Lady Wimborne, who in her younger days was al- 
ways considered to be the best looking of the sisters 
of the late duke of Marlborough and of Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, as she is the most gifted, has for 
several years been recognized as the feminine leader 
of the low church party in Great Britain—of that 
party to which everything savoring of popery is 
anathema. By reason of her enthusiasm on the sub- 
ject of religious matters she has been popularly 
known in society as “the Deborah of Dorset.“ 

Prince Victor of Italy, count of Turin, has post- 
poned his return to Europe until the end of May, al- 
though he had been booked to arrive at Naples last 
month. He is still engaged in, shooting in the moun- 
tainous districts to the north of Lake Tanganyika, 
which are swarming with big game. From there he 
expects to proceed to Lake Albert, and thence 
down the Bahr el Gabel to the Nile at Fashoda.

DEATH OF R. W. PATTERSON. 
(Gary (Ind.) Tribune. 
In the death of R. W. Patterson, editor of Tur Cur- 


caGO TRIBUNE, one of the greatest, if not the greatest, 
newspaper men the west ever produced, passed away. 

It is often regretted that the days of “ personal jour- 
nalism are no more. Be that as it may, Mr. Patterson 
was the highest embodiment of impersonal journalism. 
He merged his being in Taz CIAO Trisune. He was 
content that the newspaper on which he was for a quar- 
ter of a century the guiding hand should be all in ali. 
The marvelous success of Tug CuIcaco TRIBUNE was 
due in a large measure to his ideals, courage, and un- 
swerving honesty. 

Mr. Patterson as editor of Tun Cuicaco TRIBUNE was 
inflexible in its conduct and its policies. He was hon- 
est to the core, not conventionally, but at the very 
foundation of his mental and moral makeup. The re- 
markable advance in the tone of western journalism for 
the last quarter of a century was in large measure due 
to this quality in the dead editor’s character. 


IN CABINET, NOT IN PARLIAMENT. 

It may de taken for granted that a constituency 
will be found for the new chancellor of the duchy of 
Lancaster. But it is not unprecedented that a cabinet 
minister should hold office without occupying a seat 
in efther house. Mr. Gladstone, on becoming secre- 
tary of state for the colonies in 1845, vacated his seat 
at Newark and declined to stand again in opposition 
to the Newcastle interest, to which he originally owed 
his election. No vacancy was found for him and he 
remained outside the house during his whole tenure 
of office, which terminated with Peel's resignation in 
July, 1846.—Westminster Gasette. n

McCleary Makes Angry Retort. 

McCleary was angry. “The man who 
refused to sign that petition,” he said, “ did 
not have the courage to put it that way.

McCleary protested with emphasis that his 
interest in the subsidy was that of a citizen 
who had informed himself through experi- 
ence as a legislator and as second assistant 
postmaster general, He vigorously denied 
any suggestion that he wes a paid lobbyist 
for the Merchant Marine league. 

In reply to Steenerson's close questioning, 
however, he admitted that he had received 
various payments from Penton, or from J. G. 
Butler, president of the league. He said 
these payments were made for his expenses 
upon speaking trips which he had made in 
behalf of the ship subsidy. Sometimes, he 
said, these payments were sufficient to cover 
his expenses, and at other times they were 
not. He thought that, on the whole, hig pay- 
ments from the league would just about equal 
his expenditures on the speaking trips. 

He said he had kept no record, either of 
receipts from the league or of his expendi- 
tures, but his recollection was that the num- 
ber of payments had not exceeded ten, vary- 
ing in amounts from $25 to $100. 

Representative Garrett asked McCleary 
whether he hed heard in a previous con- 
gress of any official of the postoffice depart- 
ment using patronage with middle western 
congressmen to influence their votes for the 
subsidy.

Penton Issues a Statement. 

In a statement issued tonight Penton said 
among other things that in the trial of the 
libel case the Merchant Marine league would 
have no difficulty in proving the truth of the 
charges against Mr. Steenerson and the 
good motives” which prompted their pub- 
lication. 

Our campaign of education seems to have 
stirred up Congressman Steenerson,” said 
Penton. “He wrote a letter to one of his 
constituents in which he stated: ‘ Of course 
you understand that the Merchant Marine 
league is an organization of interested parties 
who expect to get big contracts and make 
money at the Shipbuilding and other enter- 
prises stimulated by the proposed subsidy, 
and that their patriotism and love for the 
flag is largely, if not wholly, due to the ap- 
propriations involved.’

guilty of deliberate untruthfulness. This 
showing hurts him, hence his anger.

Denies Attempt at Intimidation. 
“We never have endeavored to intimidate 
any one in the discharge of his duties.

“ Consciously or unconsciously. intention- 
ally or unintentionally, Congressman Steen- 
erson is, at this time, doing what the foreign 
ship owners want to have done. This will 
react in our favor and will arouse American 
citizens, when they understand the situa- 
tion thoroughly, so that the result will be an 
American merchant marine, larger, stronger, 
and better than any one of us ever has an- 
ticipated, and, perhaps, much earlier than 
any one of us has dared to hope.” 

It appears that before deciding to bring 
to the attention of the United States attor- 
ney statements that he believed to reflect 
upon his integrity, Mr. Steenerson submitted 
the whole matter to Frank D. Kellogg of St. 
Paul, special counsel to the government in 
the Standard oll cases. Mr. Kellogg gave as 
his opinion that the Minnesota representative 
had been libeled criminally. Mr. Steenerson 
thereupon presented his case to United States 
District Attorney Baker. 

In commenting upon the arrest of Penton 
tonight, Representative Steenerson said: 

“The statements published by the author- 
ity of Penton were defamatory and in my 
opinion were an attempt at blackmail. It is 
not a matter in which I am interested person- 
ally. It is a question which concerns the 
country at large. The attacks authorized by 
the Merchant Marine league undoubtedly 
were intended to intimidate me. They were 
intended to scare me from what I construed 
to be my duty in opposing ship subsidy legis- 
lation. What the interests are back of this 
libel I do not know, butl think they will be 
shown up before this inquiry comes to an 
end. 


PUTS TIME LIMIT ON STORAGE. 


U. S&S Bill to Prohibit Keeping Food 
in Warehouses Longer than Nine 
Months or a Year Proposed. 


Washington, D. C., April 5.—[{Special.J—A 
bill to prohibit the keeping of any articles of 
food in cold storage warehouses longer than 
nine months or one year is in process of con- 
struction by the senate committee conduct- 
ing the investigation into high prices. 

The committee has taken no formal steps 
toward the preparation of the measure, but 
it has been determined by a number of Re- 
publican members to recommend such a bill 
to the senate. According to the present 
plans, it will require that the date of entry 
into the cold storage house be attached to all 
food articles which may afterward be shipped 
in interstate commerce, and will prohibit 
shipment of any articies that have been kept 
in Storage longer than nine months or one

IN ISLAND LANDS 


Representative Martin of Col- 
orado Calls for Philip- 
pine Records. 


ACCUSES SUGAR TRUST. 


Declares That Ruling by Attor- 
ney General Wickersham 
Has Aided Grab. 


Washington, D. C., April 5)-Representa- 
tive Martin [Dem.] of Colorado still is fol- 
lowing up his charge made on the floor of the 
house a few days ago that a ruling of At- 
torney General Wickersham has enabled the 
Havemeyer sugar interests to obtain a large 
section of the Philippine friar lands. He 
introduced today in the house a lengthy privi- 
leged resolution calling upon the secretary 
of war for a vast amount of detailed infor- 
mation in regard to the islands and bearing 
upon his accusations. 

His resolution requests copies of all corre- 
spondence in connection with the sale of the 
55,000 acre estate in the isiand of Mindoro; 
a list of all other sales and leases by the 
government in the islands; a transcript ofall 
railway franchises and details of their con- 
struction and bond issues; names and other 
detalls in connection with contracts by the 
war department for the construction of in- 
sular end municipal improvements in the 
Philippines, and many other details in con- 
mection with the particular sale of lands to 
the Havemeyer interests. 


Convinced Scandadl Is Hidden. 

“The farther I go into this matter, said 
Representative Martin, the more I am con- 
vinced there is a great scandal being con- 
cealed in connection with the disposition of 
these friar lands. I intend to probe the thing 
to the bottom. 

Within the last two or three days infor- 
mation has come to me which caused me to 
demand from the war department today the 
details of this whole transaction in the Philip- 
pines. If I can succeed in revealing the real 
facts at the bottom of this matter, I believe 
the country will stand astounded at the reve- 
lations.”’ 

It is understood from Mr. Martin's pre- 
vious charges that he believes the sugar 
trust was enabled to acquire a large percent- 
age of the acreage of the friar lands of the 
Philippines in violation of the law limiting 
individual holdings, and that the ultimate 
purpose is to control practically all of the 
400,000 acres of friar lands. 


Native Tenants Forced Off. 

It was intimated today that his other re- 
quests are based upon information regard- 
ing an alleged forcing of native tenants off 
these lands by the gradual raising of rents; 
an allegation that a prominent attorney, 
closely connected with the administration, 
has been acting for a company which has 
been granted many valuable government and

ATTACKS MOTIVES OF JAMES. 


Richard D. Harlan Issues Statement as 
to Opposition to Subsidiz- 
ing University. 


Washington, D. C., April 5.—[(Special.]— 
Richard D. Harlan, son of Associate Supreme 
Justice Harlan and financial representative 
of George Washington university, came out 
today with a statement imputing to President 
James of the University of Illinois ulterior 
motives in opposition to the government sub- 
sidizing the Washington institution, as is pro- 
posed in the bill introduced by Representative 
Boutell of Chicago. 

Mr. Harlan calls attention to a bill In the 
Sixtieth congress, fathered by President 
James, which provides for the foundation of a 
national university, and then cites a letter 
written by the Illinois educator arguing that 
it would be better for the government to sub- 
sidize the national university than the George 
Washington institution. 

The Washington college is having a hard 
fight to land the coveted $50,000 a year under 
the Morrill act allowing the subsidizing of 
state agricultural schools. Washington busi- 
ness men are petitioning congress to have an 
endowment conferred upon other institu- 
tions. In addition, the Carnegie foundation 
last week removed George Washington uni- 
versity from its accredited list. This action 
was taken upon the ground that the school 
discharged two aged professors whom, it was 
contemplated, the Carnegie foundation would 
pension, and hired in their places two in- 
structors at lower salaries.

fell off to 138,000 in 78. Within three years 
confidence was again restored and by 1881 im- 
migration reached 669,000. The following year 
it reached 788,000, a figure which was not ex- 
ceeded until a lapse of more than twenty years. 


Year 1882 Interesting. 


The year 1882 is interesting in any consid- 
eration’ of the development of America. It 
marked the high tide of German immigration, 
which exceeded a quarter of a million. It was 
a year of great immigration from the unitel 
kingdom—nearly 180,000—which has never 
since been surpassed except in a single year, 
and in previous years only five times. The 
same year saw the height of Scandinavian im- 
migration, which exceeded 100,000. Outside of 
Germany, the united kingdom, and Scandinavia, 
there were few from other parts of Europe in 
the total of 1882. Of this Italy contributed 
82,000; the dual /monarchy, 29,000; Russia, 21,- 
000. This year is also interesting as it marks 
the highest point ever reached in Chinese immi- 
gration, which was nearly 40,000. 

From 1882 immigration began to decline, but 
continued for ten years fluctuating between 
340,000 and 670,000. In 1898 another decline 
began, following the great panic, the full éf- 
fect of which was not felt on the tide until 
1898, when immigration fell to 229,000. That 
was, the lowest that it had been for nineteen 


years. * 

By 1900 the movement had recovered and 
reached 448,000. The next year there was a 
slight gain, Dut with 1902 began the real tidal 
wave, the crest of which broke in 1907. In 
spite of the panic, the results of which were 
felt in every part of the world, the number of 
immigrants ‘still exceeded, in 1908-09, three- 
quarters of a million, a figure only once ex- 
ceeded previous to 1903. It is too early to pre- 
dict the figure for the year ending June 30, 
1910, Sut indications are that it will approrxi- 
mate a million. With nothing to disturb the 
confidence of intending immigrants it will, in 
the next year, exceed the figures for 1907. 


Eastern People Slow to Start. 


The really significant fact of the history of 
the immigration movement in general is the 
reluctance shown by Italians and east Euro- 
peans in turning toward the United States. The 
economic condition of Russia, the dual mon- 
archy, the Balkan states, and Italy was as bad 
thirty years or fifty years ago as it is today. 
As with the remainder of Burope the 

condition of the peasants in these countries was 

really worse. 

I.am of the opinion that the real reason that 
eastern European immigration began recently 
has deen not so much an economic fact as due 
to a psychological law. This movement, like 
many other movements indicative of the growth 
of culture, began in the states of western Eu- 
rope. It has slowly spread across Europe to- 
ward the east’ and south The average east 
European was either too poor to emigrate or it 
had not yet entered his consciousness, He was 
mot only t of possibilities across the 
Atlantic but he was not conscious of. his own 
wants. The true status of his own condition 
had not yet entered his mind. | 

The great change in the character of our 

_ immigration, which began about ten years ago, 
‘is due not so much to a sudden diminution of 
immigrants from the united kingdom and Ger- 
many as to the enormous inc 
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— numbers were overshadowed 
ussians, and different groups of the 
monarchy. No one believes that either 
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tion of these countries and that of the United 
States at the present moment is greater than 
it has been in the past. Italy will slowly con- 
tinue her industrial development, which will im- 
prove conditions at home. The condition of 
some of the groups in Austria and Hungary 
will improve. But it is difficult to discover any- 
thing’ which will materially change or improve 
the economic condition of the more than 200,- 
000,000 peasants of these three countries. 

Every man who goes to America and suc- 
ceeds is good for three men more to follow. 
Great as our immigration from Hungary is, in 
certain counties it has not yet begun. Even in 
counties which have a large emigration it has 
not yet started from certain villages. 

The reason for this is psychological, not eco- 
nomic. The advance made by these countries 
in the volume of the immigrants they furnish 
is, in general, not paralleled by the previous 
course of the movement for either Germany or 
the united kingdom. Russian immigration, 
from less than 30,000, exceeded 250,000 in less 
than ten years. Immigrants from the dual mon- 
archy, from less than 40,000, reached in ten 
years nearly 340,000. Italian immigration, from 
68,000 in less than ten years exceeded 285,000. 
Even little Bulgaria in eight years leaped from 
practically. nothing to 20,000. The real move- 
ment from the Balkans is only in its beginning. 
The capacity of steamships and ability to find 
work at almost any wage are the only checks 
I can discover to prevent the influx from con- 
tinuing to increase to a point whith, up to the 
present time, we have not thought possible. 

You may conclude from this review of the 
situation that we are justified in conclusions 
which would seem to demand action. I am not 
so certain. There is much to be seen, much to 
be considered, before we can be certain of our 
conclusions. In the meantime we may always 
hold before us two questions: Do we wish to 
perpetuate American culture, and, if so, are we 
actually assimilating our immigrants?

Will Airships Ruin Sport? 


Sportsmen are beginning to fear that game 
will be made starce by the multiplication of 
aerial vessels.

The effect of a kite, however, is very small in 
comparison with that of an aeroplane or a 
dirigible balloon. A German landowner, stroll- 
ing over his estate the other day, saw two 
black storks which had been standing, with a 
number of ducks, on the bank of a pond, sud-

next instant the ducks, quacking loudly, took 
wing and were soon out of sight. Looking 
around for the cause of the birds’ &ffright, the 
proprietor saw a dirigible balloon, which the 
‘birds had probably perceived before it became 
visible to him. He learned afterwards that 
deer browsing in the fields had been frightened 
by the sight of the airship or by the noise made 
by its propellers and had fied to the forest.

All animals are terrified by airships. Par- 
tridges, quail, and other game birds crouch and 
hide, while domestic fowls utter loud warning 
notes the instant they perceive the monstrous 
bird of prey. The Swedish aeronaut Von Hoff- 
ken, while sailing at a moderate elevation, ob- 
served that elks, foxes, hares, and other wild 
animals fied at his approach, and that dogs ran, 
howling, into the houses. While the Zeppelin 
III. was going from Dusseldorf to Essen the 
aeronauts on board noted that horses and cattle 
galloped frantically over the fields on catching 
sight of the airsh{p.

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HALLEY’S COMET BREAKING UP 


Heavenly Wanderer Suceumbing 
to Sun's Heat, Says Astronomer. |

PHOTOS SHOW ITS DECREASE. 


Will Be Visible to the Naked Eye 
About April 20 at Dawn. 


_ Hajiey's comet Appears to de disintegrating 
as it draws nearer fhe sun, acéording to ob- 


‘wervations made of it: before it went into 


temporary eclipse three weeks ago. This was 


stated by Prof. E. E. Barnard of Yerkes 


observatory, who was one of the first to 
photograph the celestial wanderer on its 
reappearance last fall, and who has been 
studying it during the winter. | 

The comet may surprise us by unexpected 
developments in the next two weeks, said 
Professor Barnard yesterday. The obser- 
vations ‘which have been made up to date 
show that it is diminishing in substance and 
luminosity. ‘It probably was a great comet 
when it shone down on the boats of William 
the Conqueror as they crossed the English 
channel, but since then it has been losing 
power. 


Tail Indicates Its Disintegration. 
We have learned that as the mass of such 
a body grows smaller its surface felatively 
increases. Hence the growth of the tall of a 
comet indicates the dissipation of its solid 
substance; The rays of the sun act on the 
‘diaphanous tail with dizintegrating force, 
lantually seeming to tear it apart. Photo-

Iam 
of the opinion that.a good deal would happen 
if a body of meteors as hard as iron should 
collide with @his planet. 

“There is no danger of this from Halley’s 
comet, however. Its tall is Hkely to sweep 
us, Dut the head will pass millions of miles 
beneath the earth.)

eye before April 20, according to Prof.

MILLER TELLS OF 
SAYLER SLAYING 


Physician Describes How He 
Shot Banker While in the 
Home of Latter. 


Attacked with Ax, He Declares 
Use of Revolver Was His 
Only Chance. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watseka, III., April 5.—[Special.]—Dr. W. 
R. Miller told his story of the killing of John 
Byron Sayler today. He acted as graphically 
on the stand as if he were actually living 
over again the scene in the Sayler home on 
the night of July 11, 1900. 

With flushed face and flashing eyes and 
quick, excited gestures he appeared as if he 
imagined the gun again in his hand and he 
was shooting and struggling in the encounter. 

Hie voice was pitched high with excitement 
as he told the story and his words came faster 
and faster as he neared the climax of the 
tragedy. He sat in the identical chair in 
which he was sitting that night, it having 
been brought into the courtroom, and posed 
with his right hand over hie head as he de- 
scribed the position from which the last and 
fatal shot was fired. 

The courtroom was packed with spectators 
and hundreds waited outside trying to get 
near enough the door to hear what was going 
on inside. The jury watched every move 
of the alleged murderer as he told how the 
shooting occurred. 

Mrs. Lucy Sayler, the widow, was visibly 
moved and sat with her face buried in a 
handkerchief which became completely satu- 
rated with her tears. She hever removed the 
handkerchief from her face until Dr. Miller 
had finished his story. 


Children Listen to Story. 

Errington Miller, the 13 year old son of the 
accused, and Golda Sayler, daughter of the 
victim, sat with flushed faces and bated 
breath and listened to the details of the 
story of a life and death struggle as related 
by the principal. 

Dr. Miller began telling his story at 2 p. m., 
and had finished the recital, as drawn out 
by Attorney Free P. Morris, in an hour. 
The cross-examination was begun by At- 
torney J. W. Keesler, special counsel! for the 
prosecution, and was not concluded when 
court adjourned at 5:30. The cross-examina- 
tion probably will last until noon tomorrow, 
and Mrs. Sayler will be put on the stand in 
her own defense. It is not likely that her 
father, John Grunden, the third defendant, 
will be called to testify. 

Dr. Miller began in a low tone of voice as 
he answered the preliminary questions. He 
was cool and deliberate at first and grad- 
ually worked up to a high pitch of excite- 
ment. His responses were slow and meas- 
ured while he narrated the events of the 
day, the drive in the afternoon to a baseball 
game, the return, and the subsequent drive 
later in the evening, in which he was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Sayler, John Grunden, and 
Ira Grunden. 

When he reached the story of the en- 
trance of Sayler into the parlor he disre- 
garded the questions of his attorney and the 
objectiong of the o ing counsel. Only 
when interrupted by Judge Dibell did he stop. 


Shooting Story in Detail. 

His story of the shooting, as given on the 
stand, is the following: 

Q.—Do you remember what Mr. Grunden 
did after he asked Mr. Sayler to come in? 
A.—He left the door closed and came in and 
went between me and the wall. 

Q.—What was the next thing you observed? 
A.—Mr. Sayler coming into the house. 

Q.—What was the first thing you saw him 
do? A.—The first thing he did was to walk 
one step in there and reach under the couch 
and pull out a hand ax. 

Q.—Tell the jury what he did. A.—He said, 
“TI have prepared myself for this,” and he 
started forme. I had no idea what he would 
do. He came at me with the look of a mad 
man and I threw myself to one side, trying to 
get out of the chair. I was sitting this way 

indicating] until he came at me. He came 
at me and said, ‘‘ Il am going to kill you.” 

Q-—What was his position in regard to his 
hand? A.—He had the ax raised in his right 
hand. 

Q.—What happened when he came toward 
you? A.—He upset the table and the lamp. 
He was almost on me then. He struck at me. 


Shoots While Pushed Backward. 

Q.—What did you do? A.—After he struck 
me we had a struggle and I grabbed him and 
he threw me back in that chair, and the chair 
went back so far that my feet did not touch 
the floor. 

Q.—Then what did you do? A.—I grabbed 
his right arm to prevent him from striking 
me again, and we struggled there in that 
position,. I had hold of him and he had hold 
of me with his left hand by the collar, and I 
yeached back in my hip pocket for my re- 
volver. 

Q.—Where was your right hand? A.—I was 
still holding him and he wae still making et- 
forts to cut at me. We were struggling back 
and forth, and as soon as I could 1 pulled 
my gun out and shot, We were struggling 
there, and I shot whenever I could during 
the st le. 

Q. was he trying to hit you? A.—He was 
trying to afl this time and to strangle me. 
He had hold of my shoulder and his hand on 
my collar. He was pulling and tearing at me. 
My shirt was torn and my suspender also. 

Q.—Were you wounded in the melee? A.— 
Yes, by the third shot, I think. I shot myself 
through the wrist. 


Wounded by Third Shot. 

Q.—Do you remember which shot it was 
that went through your wrist? A.—The third 
shot. 1 know because after that shot I felt 
the sting and felt the hot blood spurting on 
my face. It made me relax my hold. I 

bed a couple of times for him. Then I 
brew my arm over my head and put the gun 
out with the other and shot. 

Q.—Were you able to tell from his move- 
ments whether he had an ax in his hand? 
A.—I put my left hand across myself and 
could not see what he did. 

Q.—When he had you in the position you 
have just indicated, when you had your right 
arm up over your hear, after you had been 
wounded, what was the next thing you did? 
A.—I threw that arm up over my head and I 
had the gun out and shot. 

Q.—Now I will ask you to state why you 
fired these shots. A.—I fired them to save my 
life. 

Q.—Did you honestly and earnestly believe 
at that time you were in danger of receiving 
great bodily harm or of being Killed? A.— 
Not only at that time but yet. 

Q.—Would you have shot if you had not be- 
lieved yourself to be in imminent peril of 
losing your life? A.—I would never have shot 
that man in the world only to save my own 
life. I did not shoot at once, either.

Wife of Auditorium Theater Manager

Market Seems Indifferent to Coin En- 
gagements, However.

large outflow of gold, which was the chief 
development of the day in the financial mar- 
kets to account for the seeming eagerness 
with which stocks were purchased during the 
last hour of trading following a dull morn- 
ing. Explanation of the seeming discrepancy 
between the course of the market and the 
day’s other developments lay in the possible 
fact that most buying which put prices up 
was credited to traders who were short in the 
market. 

The mere fact that the market seemed in- 
different to the announcement of large gold 
engagements may have been enough to in- 
duce this buying by those who held the bear 
position in the market, on the theory if stocks 
were plentiful prices would have declined on 
the engagement of enough gold to wipe out 
the entire surplus reserve reported by the 
banks last Saturday. Whatever the reason- 
ing of those who were the prineipal purchas- 
ers of stocks today, the movement on the ex- 
change made it again clear in present posi- 
tion that market prices are easily swayed. 


Volume of Business Small. 

The day's total transactions were not far 
in excess of 400,000 shares yet such adyances 
were recorded as 2% in Union Pacific, 1 in 
Southern: Pacific, 1% Atchison, 14% New York 
Central, 24 United States Steel, 2in Amalsa- 
mated Copper, 1% American Smelting. Apart 
from these and a few others which showed 
substantial changes a great majority of 
stocks contributed only a few hundred shares 
to the day’s trading. 

The taking over of $5,000,000 of gold for ex- 
port brought New York’s loss of the precious 
metal since last Friday, when this movement 
began, up to $7,650,000. Engagements of this 
week now amount to more than the entire 
surplus reserve. reported by the banks last 
Saturday and the question arises from what 
source the banks can replenish or adjust their 
réserves to preyent the wiping out of the 
surplus. This inquiry will be «till more 
pertinent should it happen as now promises

be arranged before the end of the week. 


Loses Gold to South America. 
The Bank of England, in advancing the 
price of eagies to a still higher premium 
than that which was paid last Friday, evi- 
denced its kgen desire to obtain gold in this

fifteen points sterling, rates today in this 
market still were at the gold export point. 


London cables reported today withdrawals of 


$2,500,000 from the Bank of England for 
shipment to Brazil, so half of the gold gained 
by London from this center today was im- 
mediately lost to South America.
